The situation today in the area of comprehensive 
chxld care i^s discussed from the viewpoint of the Day Care and Child 
Development jCouncii of America. A new strategy and new tactics for 
the accomplishment of a comprehensive child care system in the next 
four years is outJ.ined. The role of the council is seen to be that of 
awakening, unitinc^r and mobilizing the American people to have a 
direct interest in a system of comprehensive child development.

1 he immediate . ssessment of the veto b\ the da > c^re leadership and its allies 
indicated that mail was running 20 to I against passage of the bill. It w,-n viewed 
b\ some as a women's lib ^immicl* b\ other-* as another categonal giveaway to 
the welfare hustlers The vast Piaio'"itv of blue and nhitc collar workers — to 
man\ of whom the bill wruld h; vj pr()vided a direct service — have never and 
still do not understand to this dav the significance of dav eare and child 
development 

In r.jpid succession foljt)w.r^ the veto, we were hit with the Talmadge 
Amendment, revenue sha ing. the Title IV-\ ceding, and a host of ad- 
ministrative decisions that curta.l s( CiUl ser\iCL sper.ding in most slates as high 
as 40' f The McCiovern deleat was anticliinacii : in what was already a fait 
accompli 

There «ire those who argue th.it there cxistv a well organized group of 
opposition to the p assage of a compreht isi\e child Jare bill We disagree. There 
IS only the lack of a well organi/cJ group for it 

It might suffice to take a look i' what oar strengths in AM care really are. 
One. there are the national org. ni/alions who were aciix/ in the child care 
coalition that did such an excelleri )oh in the movement 1 1 he bill, who if they 
cared t«) share what their major we ikness w^.s woulu admit to their inability to 
organi/e at the grassrcots level. 

Second, there were t!ie fringe area organizations who had a limited interest in 
child care and child development but whose major interest lay elsewhere 

There are the Mead Start constituencies: parents, teachers, and regional 
oflices. who have been for the most part since their iitieption an isolated group 
plagued by federal, r.gional. and local bureaucracies wl ich prohibited to a great 
extent their direct in-litical involvement with the Bill 

The Title IV-A progrjMiis were plagued by the st ale nureaucracies and had no 
open lorce that could organize a broader eonstitiency to support the Bill.

It IS I'cct niing iniTcasingl) clear at this office that the administration \%ill 
d' mantle i r redirect lU ol the funds that run the track of the great stKictN 
appri)ach (whith h; MNsed the state «;nd municipal hureaucraciCN and set up 
fcji-ral >tructurcsi * u! redirect their lunds and energies to the extent posNible 
hack down the pike of state, municipal, and old line institutions. 

\\) discuss whvthcr one likes this or not is to fall short of the ramifications of 
this action. V(»u .\ill remember the pressures 4)f the civil rights movement alhhe 
up to and after the riots, the pressures on the maxors and governors for 
scrMco that tlic\ had neither the resources or technical know-hou to deliver. 
This administration's purpose is to place the weight of that responsihilitv back 
on their backs. No? onl\ in rhetoric but in action President Nixon has told the 
American people ihat he intends to gi\e them the money to solve their problems 
tl>rout,^h revenue sharing. 

Whether or no* this is true and whelher or not he will is beside the point: he 
has sold a revenue sharing concept while ai the same time dismantling anv 
avenues for local people to reach for federal relief, a factor that is the most 
significani in the planning of new strate^iie*. The mayors or governors do not 
have to be told they 60 not ha'c the money — they already know it. 

The community people must be won to redirect their allcntion to local mayors 
and their governijf«» bodies — to city councils, governors and slate legislators. 
They in turn will be forced to demand federal relief. It is not a question t)f 
benevolence or o. 'he mayors and governors doing the people a favor. This tactic 
v%ill result in a much more common appro.ieh based on the extent of local 
conniinmty and i:ra>'^'"oots organizing tactic*.. 

None of us can afford to he gulled into the trap of ga/ing passively at Capitol 
Hill and asking each other anxiously. "What are they doing up there?** To 
regard this as a •vtr legy is a deadly mistake, because what is on the Hilt right 
now Is simply there, and it is all going to stay right there as /atts accomplis and 
nothing else as long as we accept it as such. It is never going to change until the 
American man and wimian. in their masses, are brought to understand the issues 
that vitally aflect their lives and move in a massive groundswell to change the 
actions and reacfons in Washington. There is a great dependence in the country 
these days on "wnat is happening in Washington.'* The faet ts that what happens 
in W u\hinjit(fn (hpemis on w hat the people do. The people are in ever greater 
d;.nger of forgetting that— which would please a lot of people hereabouts — so it 
Is up to us to see that they remember.

These and man\ more simph; bul cxlrcmeK imporianl issues niu.sl be worked on 
through ihe mass media, ihrough conf'.-renoes. ihrough induslrial periodicak, al 
union meelings b\ shop gale disirihulio.i, in order for child care and child 
developmenl lo become hou>ehold words— undersiood in order lo win lo ihe 
side of ihe da\ care movemenl ihis most significanl force — in order lo win ihe 
ballle. 



The Period of Direct Action 

Il mav suffice lo borrow a page or iwo from ihe hi.slor> of direcl aclion in our 
nalion lo under.sland ihe principle on which il w;'s Wa.sed. The basic assumpiion 
Is lhal ihe majoriu of American people believe in and wanl lo parlicipalc in 
whal Is righi and ju.sl and lhal direct action deals wiih dramali/ing ihe 
•j'correciness of a «»iven ssue. The assumpiion is made lhal when our people 
kconie aware of injuslicc ihey will lend iheir sirength and assislancc lo ihe 
correction of ihe problem. Thiscalls for lailh and confidence in ihe people of our 
nalion lo rise lo ihe challenge and lo provide ihe sl^englh and resources for ihe 
enlerinc of a new .slage. 

The principle qucslion in lie civil righls period was lhal ihe American 
dem4)erac> provided for every smgle American living under our consliiulion lo 
Vc accorded righls wiih every oiher American. Yel whal piovailed was a syslem 
o** Jim I 'row. second class cili/enship, ihc denial of the righl lo vole, and a 
s\>lcri of dual accommodations in public ulililies Thai mcvemenl of direcl 
aciion in holeU. swimming pooLs, buses, trains, airlines, etc. dramatized the 
issue lo the wiirld in cceral: bul specificully the Americin people became 
aware, their consciousness wjs raised and therefore they were prepared lo 
support legislative action lo alleviate an un-American injustice. 

The direct action of the child care movement will differ sharply in tactu s. but 
the principle is one and the same. The plight of the naiion's young, the lack of 
proper nutrition. I'ae oppressive circumstances of parents, the depressive nature 
of the educational system, and the failure of local, state and federal government 
to provide a comprehensive ..yslem of child development— these facts point to
